Archangel, — An allied force come

along the road bordering thé Onega 
river. They met considerable resis- 
tance from the Bolsheviki, but cap- 
tured more than a dozen villages 
and did not stop until they had taken 
the village of Gogoli. 

Starting from the village of Kalo= 
vangi, American forces took the vil- 
lage of Prilaki, where there is a large 
monastery. They continued the ad- 
vance in hot fighting. Sleighs are be- 
ing used to transport the allied sol- 
diers. 

The advance, the first attempt of 
the winter, was carried out under 
semi-Arctic conditions, and in the few 
|hours of daylight which -obtain in 
jahe region, The village of Gogoli is 
approximately 70 miles south of. the 
town of Ohega and about fory miles 
west of the frozen swamp which 
forms the allied positions along the 
Vologda railroad, 

The road along which the allies ad- 
vanced leads in the general direction 
of Vologda and crosses tthe railway 
line at an important strategic cen- 
tre from which the Bolsheviki have 
jbeen operating. An important part 
in the fighting was taken by a Rus- 
sian naval brigade which has been 
trained by American and British 
naval officers. The Polish troops 
who participated in the fighting dis- 
tinguished themselves in the 
days of the fighting along the 
Dvina.
